Advantage  Week 
prepares  hundreds 
of  freshmen  for  campus

Silting  on  the  grass  in  front  of  East 
Tower  Suites  on  a  hot  and  humid  Thurs¬ 
day  morning,  Laura  and  Allison  Palermo 
of  Independence,  Mo.,  anxiously  waited 
to  begin  moving  the  former's  belongings 
into  Franken  Hall. 

"It's  going  to  be  really  hard,"  said  Alli¬ 
son  of  bidding  farewell  to  her  freshman 
sister.  "She's  my  best  friend." 

"But  I'll  comeback  to  visit  a  lot,"  Laura 
added  reassuringly. 

Nearby,  gray-shirted  Cat  Crew  mem¬ 
bers  pushed  large  yellow  bins  loaded  with 
stereos,  televisions,  lamps,  beanbag  chairs 
and  other  dorm-room  essentials  down  the 
busy  sidewalk. 


Cars,  trucks  and  SUV's  with  flashing 
hazard  lights  lined  the  curb  on  College 
Park  Drive.  Campus  safety  officers, 
shielding  their  eyes  from  the  sun,  directed 
traffic  with  the  wave  of  an  arm  or  the 
blow  of  a  whistle. 

Approximately  1,100  students  moved 
into  Dietcrich,  Douglas,  Franken,  Millikan 
and  Phillips  halls  last  Thursday,  kicking 
off  Advantage  2006,  Northwest's  annual 
four-day  new  student  orientation. 

In  addition  to  settling  into  their  dorm 
rooms,  freshmen  spent  the  majority  of 
their  first  day  on  campus  picking  up  their 
Bearcat  cards  and  Gateway  notebook 
computers,  attending  floor  meetings  with 
their  Resident  Assistants  and  gefting 
acquainted  with  their  roommates. 

Before  Thursday,  some  freshmen,  like 
Megan  Narron  of  Marshall,  Mo.,  got  to 
know  their  roommates  only  through  the 
occasional  summer  e-mail,  phone  call  or 
instant  message,  while  others  have  known 
each  other  for  years. 

"I  called  my  roommate,  and  we  did 
talk  on  the  phone.  We  met  on  the  Internet 


too,"  Narron  said.  "So,  I  think  I  know  her 
pretty  well." 

On  the  other  hand,  Clayton  Larson  of 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  has  known  his  roommate 
since  middle  school  and  said  homesick¬ 
ness  wouldn't  be  an  issue. 

"I've  wanted  to  move  out  for  a  long 
time,"  Larson  said. 

After  waking  up  early  Friday  morn¬ 
ing  and  finding  their  way  to  Freshmen 
Seminar,  new  students  headed  to  the 
Mary  Linn  Performing  Arts  Center  for 
a  humorous  and  eye-opening  re-educa¬ 
tion  on  healthy  dating  and  intimacy  from 
renowned  dating  and  sexual  assault  expert 
Mike  Domitrz.

In  the  ominous  twilight  of  a  Saturday  morning 
Ben  and  Amy  Daniel  left  their  Metairie,  La.,  apartment 
behind.  Little  did  they  know,  they  would  be  forever  say¬ 
ing  goodbye  to  the  New  Orleans  they  knew  and  loved. 

A  little  over  a  thousand  miles  away,  Ponchatoula, 
La.,  native  and  Northwest  student  Nick  Triche  sat  in  his 
Maryville  apartment  and  watched  reports  on  the  devel¬ 
opment  and  destruction  of  Hurricane  Katrina. 

"1  tried  calling  my  parents  but  I  couldn't  get  a  hold 
of  them,"  Triche  said.  "I  was  just  glued  to  the  TV." 

With  Hurricane  Ernesto  brewing  just  over  Florida, 
the  storm  that  took  at  least  1,740  lives  remains  a  fresh  and 
bitter  memory  in  the  minds  of  its  survivors. 

A  year  later  the  three  recount  what  they've  learned 
and  lost  since  Hurricane  Katrina  ripped  through  Gulf 
Coast  residents'  lives. 

No  women  allowed 

On  Wednesday,  Aug.  31, 2005,  in  Maryville,  North¬ 
west  student  Sam  Daniel  received  a  call  from  his  mother, 
Carol,  telling  him  his  eldest  brother  and  sister-in-law 
were  staying  in  Kansas  City  with  her  and  their  father. 
Days  later  his  brother,  Ben,  went  back  to  New  Orleans

when  Jefferson  Parish  temporarily  allowed  residents  to 
go  back  and  save  what  they  could. 

"They  told  us  not  to  bring  any  women  and  only  to 
come  during  the  day.  There  was  still  a  lot  of  looting  and 
gun  shots  being  fired  just  a  few  blocks  away,"  Ben  said.

KXCV  is  one  of  only  two  other  public  radio  stations 
in  Missouri  to  have  digital  transmission  capability.

J.W.'s  will  be  open  from  9 
a.m.  to  9  p.m.  to  use  the  Internet, 
the  TV's,  the  trivia  system  or 
just  to  come  in  and  hang  out. 
Food  will  be  served  from  11  a.m 
to  7:30  p.m. 

A  new  paging  system 
will  allow  students  to  wan¬ 
der  through  the  Union  and 
be  paged  when  their  food  is 
ready. 

Jessica  Whaley,  marketing 
manager  of  campus  dining, 


said  students  can  expect  a  laid 
back  atmosphere  when  they 
enter  J.W.'s 

"We  really  want  people 
to  spend  more  time  in  there, 
and  feel  that's  it's  really  kind 
of  a  place  they  can  hang  out," 
Whaley  said. 

Whaley  said  there  will  be 
giveaways  during  the  first 
couple  weeks.  Students  will 
have  a  chance  to  win  an  I-Pod, 
a  DVD  player,  a  TV  with  a  DVD 
player  and  a  microwave.

Students  created  ad 
used  by  John  Deere

They  had  only  15  weeks  to  pitch 
their  ad  to  John  Deere  in  Lenexa, 
Kan. 

The  spring  2006  Advanced 
Advertising  Class  instructed  by 
Jacquie  Lamer  was  given  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  by  Kevin  Fullerton,  a  1988 
Northwest  graduate,  to  create  an  ad 
for  John  Deere. 

Fullerton  received  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  journalism  and  partici¬ 
pates  in  the  Professional  Advisory 
Committee,  a  group  of  profession¬ 
als  who  meet  with  instructors  in  the 
Mass  Communication  department 
and  give  advice  to  help  improve 
curriculum. 

Lamer  contacted  Fullerton  about 
finding  a  client  for  the  class  to  use. 
Fullerton  contacted  David  Jones  from 
John  Deere  last  fall  about  the  project. 
Jones  had  worked  with  Fullerton 
before,  who  is  the  owner  and  creative 
director  of  Springboard  Creative  in 
Mission,  Kan. 

The  class  met  at  least  once  a 
week  and  consisted  of  16  students. 
Each  person  in  the  class  was  on  three 
teams,  which  were  then  broken  up 


into  small  teams.  The  main  teams 
were  creative,  research  and  planning. 
The  class  presented  their  ad  to  John 
Deere  on  April  19. 

Senior  Sara  Zimmerchied  was 
the  account  coordinator,  working  as 
the  liaison  between  the  client  and  the 
students.  Zimmerchied  said  working 
on  the  project  was  stressful. 

"There  were  weeks  where  I 
felt  that  all  I  did  was  eat,  sleep  and 
breathe  the  class,"  Zimmerchied 
said. 

Lamer  said  the  point  of  the 
class  was  to  simulate  an  advertising 
agency  and  the  class  is  offered  only 
every  other  year. 

"There  was  some  pretty  real 
sweat  rolling  off  some  foreheads," 
Lamer  said  describing  the  stress  of 
developing  the  ad. 

Students  received  an  e-mail  from 
Lamer  over  the  summer  informing 
them  John  Deere  would  be  using  the 
ad  in  "Today's  Farmer"  magazine. 

Zimmerchied  said  that  she  really 
enjoyed  the  class  and  that  she  would 
take  the  class  again. 

"I  didn't  really  know  how  far  it 
would  go,"  Zimmerchied  said. "It 
was  such  a  cool  experience." 


Lakeview  Room  dedicated 
to  first  ladies  of  Northwest

What  started  off  as  a  "sidebar"  project 
ended  with  a  room  being  dedicated. 

On  Aug.  1  a  ceremony  was  held  to  change 
the  name  of  the  Lakeview  Room  to  the  First 
Ladies  Dining  Room  on  the  third  floor  of  The 
J.W.  Jones  Student  Union. 

The  project  started  about  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  when  Mary  Ann  Lowary,  vice  president  of 
university  relations  needed  to  find  out  the  first 
name  of  Frank  Deerwestcr's  wife.  She  was 
able  to  get  in  touch  the  Deerwcster's  grandson 
who  sent  some  information  and  a  picture  lo 
Lowary. 

Next  Lowary  was  inspired  to  go  on  and  find 
information  about  and  photographs  of  the  other 
first  ladies.  She  said  it  was  a  "sidebar"  project 
that  she  worked  on  off  and  on  in  the  evenings 
and  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

A  little  while  after  she  had  started  the 
project  the  Board  of  Regents  decided  to  name 
a  room  in  honor  of  the  first  ladies.  Lowary  said 
the  photographs  of  the  presidents  were  in  the 
Administration  Building,  but  the  first  ladies' 
photographs  should  be  located. 

Lowary  wrote  a  paper  with  a  brief  biogra¬ 
phy  of  each  first  lady  Although  it  is  not  a  true 
history  paper  she  says  she  hopes  it  will  help 
others  out  in  the  future.

eight  of  the  nine  Northwest  first  ladies.  A  photo 


of  Mayme  Richardson,  the  fourth  first  lady,  was 
never  located. 

The  University  Photographer,  Darren 
Whitley  was  able  to  touch  up  the  older  pho¬ 
tographs. 

Aleta  Hubbard  said  she  knew  they  were 
going  to  buy  new  chairs  and  put  the  first  ladies' 
photographs  up,  but  she  had  no  idea  they  were 
going  to  change  the  name  of  the  room  and 
redecorate  the  whole  room. 

"It's  just  so  beautiful,'  Hubbard  said. 

Hubbard  said  the  room  is  recognition  of 
the  role  the  first  ladies  play  for  their  husbands 
and  the  University. 

"I  just  think  it's  awfully  nice  to  have  the 
previous  ladies  pictures  up  here  because  as  time 
goes  by  memories  fade  and  so  forth  so  having 
these  ladies'  pictures  here  is  very'  significant," 
Hubbard  said 

Mark  Hetzler,  director  of  auxiliary  services, 
along  with  Deb  Henson  an  interior  decorator 
from  Maryville  decorated  the  room. 

"The  most  rewarding  part  (of  the  project) 
was  when  they  did  the  dedication  and  Mrs. 
Hubbard  and  one  of  the  other  first  ladies  (Sue 
Owens)  were  actually  here,"  Hetzler  said.  "Just 
lo  see  their  reaction  and  their  appreciation  made 
any  of  the  work  you  know  just  one  it  was  very 
rewarding,  but  two  just  made  the  work  kind  of 
go  away,"  Hetzler  said.

South  Main  Street  in  Maryville 
has  been  covered  in  orange  cones, 
dirt  and  traffic  since  luly  5. 

Construction  for  South  Main 
Street  has  been  $  work-in-prog- 
ress  for  the  past  two  years,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Gregg  Decker,  the  public 
works  director. 

The  main  reason  for  the  con¬ 
struction  is  lo  remove  the  storm 
grates  throughout  Main  Street. 

The  construction  crew,  ldecker, 
located  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  will 
also  replace  the  concrete  curbing 
and  grating  down  and  replacing 
2  inches  of  the  asphalt. 

Only  20  percent  of  the  fund¬ 
ing  is  through  Maryville's  street 
and  operating  budget,  the  other 
80  percent  is  from  federal  funds 
administered  through  MoDot. 

The  total  project  will  cost 
$687,000  with  $137,000  from 
Maryville's  street  and  operating 
budget. 

Construction  is  taking  place 
from  Halsey  Street  to  the  stoplight 
south  of  the  St.  Francis  Hospital. 

Decker  said  he  is  hoping  the 
construction,  which  is  on  sched¬ 
ule,  will  be  done  Sept.  22. 

ldecker  didn't  work  on  Aug. 
24  because  of  freshmen  move-in 
day  for  Northwest.  Decker  said 


they  planned  for  that  day  to  be 
cleared  off  for  all  the  traffic  com¬ 
ing  through. 

Though  students  returned 
to  Northwest  last  week,  Decker 
said  they  waited  for  the  summer 
lo  start  because  traffic  is  slower 
through  Main  Street, 

"1  think  everyone  will  be  very 
proud,"  Decker  said  about  Main 
Street  being  finished. 

Keitha  Dougan,  owner  of 
Maryville's  Florist,  said  the  con¬ 
struction  was  good  but  was  a 
hassle  at  the  moment. 

Melissa  and  Cody  Newman, 
owners  of  C  &  G  Education  Sta¬ 
tion  both  said  the  construction  is 
"annoying." 

"It's  easier  to  drive  in  St. 
Joseph  than  in  Maryville,"  Cody 
said. 

Scott  Graham,  70,  who  has 
lived  in  Maryville  for  35  years, 
said  the  roads  of  Maryville  have 
improved  over  the  years  but  there 
are  still  busy  times  throughout 
the  day. 

"After  3  o'clock,  you  don't 
want  to  be  down  there,"  Graham 
said. 

Decker  said  when  construc¬ 
tion  is  finished  south  Main  Street 
will  have  had  a  "total  make¬ 
over." 

"It  will  be  a  good  front  door 
step,"  Decker  said.

said. 

Participating  in  the  walk  are 
several  Nodaway  County  cancer 
survivors  along  with  many  that  sup¬ 
port  the  walk. 

Currently, 
there  are  38 
teams  of  walk¬ 
ers  and  the 
organization  is 
allowing  teams 
to  register  up 
lo  the  night  of  the  event.  The  cost 
is  $100  for  teams  of  10  to  15  people.

T-shirt  and  cancer  survivors  receive 
a  solid  purple  T-shirt  while  serving 
as  the  team  leader.  A  total  of  150 
cancer  survivors  are  expected  to 
turnout.  . 


At  8  p.m.,  a  luminary  ceremony 
will  take  place  lighting  up  the  walk¬ 
ing  trail.  The  red  luminaries  are  $10 
and  can  be  dedicated  to  anyone  who 
currently  has  cancer  or  lost  their 
battle  from  the 
disease.  As 
each  luminary 
is  lit,  the  Celine 
Dion  song, 
"  M  y  H  cart 
Will  Go  On," 
plays  in  the 
background  while  names  are  dedi¬ 
cated. 

Walking,  however,  is  only  half 
of  the  Relay  for  Life  event. 

Cancer  survivor  John  Teale  of 
Maryville  will  address  the  partici¬ 
pants  before  the  walk  begins  speak¬ 
ing  about  bis  experience.  There  will 


also  be  a  disc  jockey  and  games. 

The  money  raised  in  the  Relay 
for  Life  whether  it  is  from  par¬ 
ticipants,  donations  or  corporate 
sponsorship  will  go  to  the  American 
Cancer  Society. 

The  goal  is  to  assist  funding  in 
patient  services,  nutritional  support 
and  most  of  all,  research.

Planning  crucial  for  long-term  care  needs 


Life  expectancy  is  on 
the  rise  and  according  to 
Americans  for  Long-Term 
Care  Security,  one  out  of 
six  Americans  will  be  65 
years  of  age  or  older  by  the 
year  2020  and  by  2050,  the 
ratio  of  seniors  to  working 
age  people  is  expected  to 
double. 

When  coupled  with 
the  fact  that  more  than 
half  of  the  U.S.  population 
will  be  in  need  of  some 
form  of  long-term  care 
(nursing  home  care,  home  health 
care,  assisted  living  facility  care, 
or  rehabilitation  facility  care),  the 
cost  to  families  and  taxpayers  is 


astounding. 

Planning  for  our 
possible  long-term  care 
needs  should  be  consid¬ 
ered  just  like  planning 
for  college  expenses 
and  retirement. 

Long-term  care 
insurance  has  been 
around  for  nearly  40 
years.  At  first,  it  sup¬ 
plemented  Medicare 
coverage,  but  now 
long-term  care  policies 
often  stand-alone. 
These  policies  work  much  like 
other  insurance  policies  by  paying 
a  monthly  premium  and  receiving 
benefits  when  claims  are  filed. 


This  year,  the  General  Assembly 
worked  to  increase  the  deduct¬ 
ibility  for  individual  health  insur¬ 
ance  and  long-term  care  insurance 
premiums  from  the  existing  50 
percent  tax  deduction  to  a  full  100 
percent  deduction.  Unfortunately, 
this  legislation  did  not  make  it  to 
the  Governor's  desk. 

In  the  short  term,  purchasers 
of  long-term  care  insurance  would 
have  seen  an  immediate  reduction 
in  their  taxable  income  resulting  in 
a  reduced  tax  burden.  In  the  long 
term,  this  legislation  would  have 
provided  a  broad-based  incen¬ 
tive  for  more  Missourians  to  take 
responsibility  for  their  long-term 
care  needs  thereby  reducing  their 


dependence  on  state  aid.  • 

Now  more  than  ever  we  must 
get  serious  about  planning  for 
Missourians  long  term  care  needs. 
As  more  consumers  enter  the 
long-term  care  insurance  mar¬ 
ket,  we  will  see  more  companies 
competing  for  these  dollars  with 
competitive  product  offerings  and 
services. 

Allowing  for  the  full  deduct¬ 
ibility  for  insurance  dealing  with 
our  short  and  long  term  needs  is 
a  step  in  the  right  direction  if  we 
are  serious  about  making  health 
care  more  affordable  and  accessible 
through  thoughtful  planning,  per¬ 
sonal  responsibility,  and  a  competi¬ 
tive  health  care  marketplace.

Have  some  compassion  for  food 
service  workers  around  Maryville 


This  column  has 
been  six  years  in  the 
making.  Six  years — 
that's  how  long  I've 
worked  in  the  food 
service  industry. 

For  six  years  I've 
held  my  tongue  and 
smiled  politely  when 
customers  irked  me. 

I  figure  six  years  is 
long  enough  to  wait, 
if s  high  time  for  me  to 
address  a  few  issues  I 
have  with  the  general 
public  when  they  eat  out. 

I  started  out  as  a  busser  at  a 
private  restaurant  when  I  was  15. 
Since  then  I've  worked  at  a  buffet, 
a  country  club  restaurant  and  a  fast 
food  chain. 

I've  worked  as  a  busser,  dish¬ 
washer,  cook,  supervisor,  waitress 
and  hostess. 

With  the  start  of  a  new  school 


year,  perhaps  a  few  "lessons" 
may  help  you  understand 
the  people  who  serve  your 
food  better. 

Lesson  No.  1  Waiters/ 
waitresses  don't  make  that 
much. 

Think  about  the  jobs 
you've  held  in  your  lifetime, 
unless  you've  waited  tables, 
the  least  you  probably  made 
was  minimum  wage. 

Sadly,  a  server's  federal 
minimum  wage  is  $2.13  per 
hour. 

I've  worked  at  a  restaurant  where 
on  some  nights;  waiters  made  less 
than  $5.15  per  hour,  and  weren't  com¬ 
pensated  if  their  tips  didn't  make  up 
the  difference. 

Unless  you  have  incredibly  poor 
service,  there  should  be  no  reason 
you  can't  leave  a  tip.  There  are  places 
where  the  servers  remember  which 
customers  don't  tip. 


Been  to  a  favorite  restaurant  and 
gotten  poor  service  for  no  apparent 
reason?  Perhaps  the  server  remem¬ 
bers  the  last  time  they  were  stiffed 
by  you. 

Lesson  No.  2  If  your  kids  make  a 
mess,  tip  more  than  15  percent. 

Let's  face  it,  someone  has  to  clean 
it  up  and  nothing  will  seem  more 
inconsiderate  to  the  staff  than  getting 
a  poor  tip  on  top  of  huge  mess. 

Lesson  No.  3  Look  around,  you're 
(probably)  not  the  only  one  in  the 
restaurant. 

Sometimes  I  get  so  frustrated 
because  customers  seem  to  be  unable 
to  look  around  and  see  that  our  busi¬ 
ness  is  flooded  with  people. 

One  of  my  biggest  pet  peeves  as  a 
hostess  is  when  customers  just  have  to 
have  a  certain  table  or  booth. 

I  understand  people  have  favorite 
places  to  sit  at  their  favorite  restau¬ 
rants  but  a  break  from  routine  won't 
kill  you. 


That  being  said,  if  someone  goes 
out  of  their  way  to  get  you  that  special 
table,  thank  them.  A  thank  you  always 
goes  a  long  way. 

Lesson  No.  4  Gratuity  is  normal 
so  don't  be  shocked  when  your  party 
of  10  gets  charged  15  percent. 

Think  of  it  this  way,  that  15  percent 
goes  to  the  server  who  had  to  maneu¬ 
ver  around  your  party  of  eight. 

This  means,  if  you  want,  you 
don't  have  to  worry  about  a  tip. 

Some  people  arc  great  about 
gratuity,  and  will  leave  more  than  15 
percent;  others  practical  strangle  me 
when  I  explain  the  extra  charge. 

If  you  don't  want  to  be  charged, 
don't  sit  together.  Most  restaurants 
have  their  gratuity  policy  posted  near 
the  door  so  ask  if  you  are  unsure. 

All  in  all,  remember  that  most 
people  in  the  food  industry  aren't 
exactly  millionaires.  We  are  just  try¬ 
ing  to  get  by  like  everyone  else,  one 
day  at  a  time.

In  all,  1,250 
freshmen  chose  to  make  North¬ 
west  their  school  for  Fall  2006. 

"As  we  take  a  look  at  enroll¬ 
ment  numbers  for  fall,  we're 
pleased  to  see  our  freshmen  class 
is  our  second  largest  class  in  a  10- 
year  history,"  Schenkel  said. 

For  freshmen  Charles  Carter 
II  of  Kansas  City,  the  decision 
to  come  to  Maryville  wasn't  too 
difficult  because  his  mother  is  a 
former  Bearcat. 

"I  didn't  choose  Northwest. 
Northwest  chose  me,"  he  said. 

Classes  also  began  Monday, 
and  several  freshmen,  though 
nervous  about  the  first  day,  said 
they  were  ready  to  get  into  the 
college  routine. 

"I'm  ready  to  jump  into  it,  get 
things  going,"  said  Brian  Fellers 
of  Buckner,  Mo. 

"I'm  nervous.  I'm  starting 
some  major-related  courses,  but 
one  won't  be  harder  than  any  of 
the  others,"  said  Shane  Buxton  of 
Columbia,  Mo.  "They're  all  dif¬ 
ficult,  but  I  should  be  fine."

the  city  pumps  water  out  all  day,  Ben  said. 

When  the  first  wave  of  stonns  hit,  the  pumps 
were  shut  off  because  the  operators  evacuated. 
When  the  pumps  shut  off  it  caused  their  apartment 
to  flood  with  nearly  a  foot  of  water. 

"The  city  is  really  a  giant  bowl  and  it  just  collects 
water  if  the  pumps  aren't  working,"  Amy  said. 

When  Ben  returned  to  his  apartment  he  found  4 
feet  of  mold.  Luckily  the  couple  had  renter's  insur¬ 
ance  and  their  claim  processed  quickly. 

"We  were  lucky.  The  bad  parts  of  the  city  had 
as  much  as  12  feet  of  water  but  our  side  had  at 
most  2  to  3  feet,"  Amy  said.  "When  our  house  was 
flooded,  the  water  was  gone  in  two  days.  Some 
other  places  had  that  same  flood  water  in  there  for 
a  week  or  more." 

Not  so  lucky 

Triche's  family  was  not  so  fortunate.  In  the 
aftermath,  two  aunts  lost  their  homes  and  two  other 
family  members  were  killed  during  the  storm. 

"When  they  found  the  bodies  they  didn't  know 
if  they  died  from  drowning  or  dehydration  because 
they  were  so  bad,"  Triche  said. 

Triche,  a  former  Marine  and  currently  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Missouri  National  Guard,  did  tours  in 
Afghanistan  and  in  Iraq.  Triche  volunteered,  but  was 
not  selected,  to  join  members  of  the  guard  during 
the  cleanup. 

"The  hardest  part  for  me  was  not  being  able 
to  go  down  there  and  help  out  right  way,"  Triche 
said. 

When  he  returned  for  Christmas,  Triche  said  the 
devastation  he  saw  was  astounding. 

"For  me,  especially  since  I've  been  to  Iraq  and 
Afghanistan,  to  see  that  kind  of  damage  in  New 
Orleans,  in  Louisiana,  it  was  just  unbelievable." 


Help  still  needed 

A  year  after  Hurricane  Katrina  tore  through  the 
Gulf  Coast  devastating  millions  of  lives  and  displac¬ 
ing  thousands  of  residents,  Ben,  Amy  and  Triche  all 
seem  hopeful  of  the  city's  future. 

"Overall  the  city  is  coming  back,"  Triche  said. 
"The  small  things  are  back  like  electricity,  paper 
routes  and  every  day  there  are  more  and  more  busi¬ 
nesses  and  homes  coming  back." 

Maryville's  sister  city,  Eunice,  La.,  has  roughly 
500  Katrina  refugees  left,  according  to  Healthy  Com¬ 
munities  Manager  Deb  Powers.  While  no  fundrais¬ 
ers  arc  currently  taking  place,  Powers  said  there  is 
still  a  need  for  financial  aid, 

"Things  are  very  stabilized  right  now,  but  I 
would  like  our  community  to  realize  that  there 
are  still  some  areas  that  could  use  assistance  and 


especially  financial  assistance  more  than  physical 
items,"  Powers  said. 

All  hope  the  rest  of  the  country  doesn't  forget 
how  much  more  needs  to  be  done. 

"I  think  it's  just  a  little  awkward  now  because 
when  we  tell  people  that  we  were  from  New  Orleans 
they  say  'Oh,  is  everything  OK  now?"  Amy  said. 
"The  thing  is,  is  that  it  is  so  far  from  being  back 
to  'normal,'  the  city  is  still  in  desperate  need  of 
volunteers." 

"Whether  you  can  give  $20  bucks  or  go  down 
and  help  rebuild  a  house,  they  can  still  use  your 
help,"  Triche  said. 

None  of  the  three  believe  in  giving  up  on  New 
Orleans. 

"New  Orleans  will  never  go  away,"  Triche  said. 
"The  heart  of  the  city  is  still  beating."

September. 

Carson's  has  taken  over  the 
building  that  formerly  housed 
Lucky's  bar  and  the  father  and  son- 
in-law  duo  heading  the  establish¬ 
ment  are  currently  renovating  the 
building. 

With  a  desire  to  own  a  restaurant 
and  be  apart  of  the  Maryville  down¬ 
town  revitalization  project,  owner 
Ken  Carmichael  and  his  son-in-law, 
Carson  Riedel,  are  planning  a  fun 
family  sports-themed  restaurant. 

Riedel  said  that  he  hit  a  niche 
with  the  location  plus  there  was  no 
other  restaurant  like  it  in  town. 

Riedel  hails  from  Greeley,  Colo. 
On  trips  to  Clarinda,  Iowa,  to  visit 


Carmichael,  Riedel's  travels  drove 
him  through  Maryville,  which 
inspired  the  location  choice  for  the 
restaurant  and  with  Carmichael 
being  a  Northwest  alumnus  things 
pretty  much  fell  into  place. 

"Maryville  reminded  us  of  Gree¬ 
ley  where  we  had  so  much  fun  in  col¬ 
lege  and  enjoyed  life,"  Riedel  said. 

The  look  of  the  restaurant  will 
be  different  from  it's  design  from 
its  days  as  Lucky's.

The  anticipation  will  finally  end  Sat¬ 
urday.

legiate  game. 

"I  like  the  fact  that  we  have  two  really 
good  quarterbacks  and  either  one  of  them 
can  do  the  job,  and  1  really  don't  have  any 
doubt  about  that,"  Tjeerdsma  said.  "Obvi¬ 
ously  you  get  to  a  point  where  you  have  to 
make  a  decision,  they  both  can't  start. . .  that 
was  not  an  easy  thing  to  do  because  I  have 
tremendous  amount  of  respect  for  both  of 
those  young  men.  But  they  both  under¬ 
stand  and  they  both  know  the  situation." 

The  spot  came  open  after  Josh  Lamber¬ 
son  graduated  last  spring.

the  season  opener.  The  Maver¬ 
icks  exposed  some  weaknesses 
and  led  21-14  early  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  This  time  Lamberson 
hooked  up  with  Andre  Rector  to 
tie  the  game  and  the  'Cats  even¬ 
tually  won  24-21  in  overtime  on 
true  freshman  Tommy  Frevert's 
field  goal. 

"Every  year  it's  a  tough  game 
with  them,"  Tjeerdsma  said. 

When  No.  2  and  last  year's 
national  champion  runner-up 
Northwest  takes  on  unranked 


Mankato  at  1  p.m.  Saturday  at 
Bearcat  Field,  the  Bearcats  will  be 
playing  a  team  that  has  already 
stepped  onto  the  playing  field 
this  season.

The  Northwest  womens'  soc¬ 
cer  team  opened  their  season  on  a 
high  note  with  a  7-0  mail  victorv 
against  York  College  on  Saturday  at 
the  Wayne  State  Classic  in  Wayne, 
Neb. 

“It  was  good,  good  to  gel  their 
confidence  up,"  fourth-year  coach 
Tracy  Cross  said. 

The  next  day,  however,  the 
Bearcats  couldn't  buy  a  goal  against 
host  Wayne  State  College.  North¬ 
west  fell  1-0  and  moved  to  1-1  on 
the  season. 

"We  should  have  won,  we  beat 
them  on  paper,  in  stats  and  stuff,  it 
just  didn't  go  our  way,”  senior  for¬ 
ward  Kayla  Griffin  said. 

During  Saturday's  game,  Griffin 
came  out  and  scored  the  'Cats  first 
three  goals  to  put  Northwest  3-0  at 
halftime.  II  was  the  first  Northwest 
hat  trick  since  Belli  Gutschenritter 
performed  the  feat  against  Missouri 
Southern  on  Nov.  5,  2003. 

"I  put  enough  pressure  on  myself 
because  I  want  to  dr'  better  than  I  did 
last  year,"  Griffin  said.  "...  Yeah  I 
want  to  do  well,  but  if  I  still  don't 
do  well  ami  the  team  does  well  then 
that's  fine  with  me.  I'd  rather  the 
team  do  better." 

The  'Cats  added  four  more  goals 
in  the  second  half  with  goals  from 
Krista  Obley  (off  a  penalty  kick), 
Amanda  Demi,  Shannon  Fitzgerald 
and  Megan  Kruger.

"The  better  team  didn't  win, 
basically,"  junior  midfielder  Brit¬ 
tany  Cash  said.

McLaughlin,  a  current  Northwest  pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  academic  fields  of  law  and 
insurance,  has  coached  the  club  team  since 
2001,  when  the  club  formed,  and  hopes 
to  have  10  to  12  athletes  for  the  inaugu¬ 
ral  season.  The  season  will  stretch  out 
between  the  fall  and  the  spring,  with  at 
least  nine  events  during  the  two  seasons.

Over  the  summer,  both  the  Northwest  and 
Maryville  athletic  departments  were  forced  to  find 
replacements  due  to  many  reasons. 

Northwest  softball 

After  n  school  record  40  wins  and  a  regional 
tournament  appearance  conch,  Susan  Anderson 
pul  Northwest  softball  on  the  map. 

So  when  Central  Missouri  State  softball  coach 
Rhesn  Sumrell  retired  after  last  year's  season, 
Anderson  got  the  chance  to  go  back  to  her  alma 
mater  and  coach  at  Central  Missouri  State. 

During  Anderson's  four  years  at  Northwest, 
she  had  three  30  win  seasons,  a  124-96  record  and 
led  the  Bearcats  to  their  first  playoff  appearance 
since  1984. 

When  looking  for  a  new  coach,  Northwest 
athletic  director  Bob  Boerigter  wanted  someone 
that  would  give  the  team  a  smooth  transition.  So 
he  hired  Ryan  Anderson  (no  relation). 

"We  didn't  want  to  change  the  Inst  name  on 
the  (office)  door,"  Boerigter  joked.  "...He's  a  really 
solid  guy  and  solid  coach.  He's  highly  respected  in 
our  region  already." 

Anderson  set  school  records  for  wins  in  a 
season  and  conference  wins  during  his  past  three 
years  as  head  coach  at  Missouri  Rolla. 

Anderson,  a  graduate  of  Nebraska-Kearney, 
says  he  is  thrilled  about  the  opportunity  at  North¬ 
west. 

"All  the  (other)  coaches  have  been  great," 
Anderson  said.  "1  like  the  town  and  college  ...  I'm 
looking  forward  to  it." 

Northwest  basketball 

Northwest  mens'  basketball  coach  Steve  Tapp- 
meyer  knew  it  was  bound  to  happen,  he  just  didn't 
realize  it  would  happen  this  quickly. 

When  Darren  Vorderbreugge  got  offered  the 


head  coaching  job  at  Division  II  Hawaii 
Pacific,  Tappmeyer  was  both  happy  and 
sad  to  see  his  assistant  coach  leave. 

"I  don't  think  I  expected  him  to  go 
that  quickly,"  he  said.  "...  I  think  he'll 
be  really  happy  there." 

"Fie  complimented  Coach  Tapp  so 
well,"  Boerigter  added. 

Tappmeyer  quickly  worked  on  find¬ 
ing  a  replacement  and  soon  hired  Jerome 
Haden,  who  was  suggested  for  the 
job  by  Vorderbreugge.  Vorderbreugge 
originally  tried  to  convince  Haden  to  join 
him  in  Hawaii  as  his  assistant.  However, 

Haden  decided  it  wasn't  for  him  and, 
through  Vordcrbreugge's  connection, 
became  interested  in  the  Northwest 
opening. 

Fladen  was  hired  in  late  June  after 
serving  at  Division  I  Wichita  State  as  an 
administrative  assistant  for  the  mens' 
basketball  team  for  the  past  five  years. 

Haden  was  with  the  Shockers  last  year 
when  they  made  their  run  to  the  Sweet 
16. 

Haden  said  he  is  trying  to  make  the  transition 
from  Division  I  to  Division  II  and  just  the  fact  that 
he  is  coaching  again. 

"Right  now  I  am  just  trying  to  learn  and  absorb 
as  much  as  I  possibly  can.  But  like  I  said  I  don't  have 
a  great  feel  and  that's  just  something  that  will  come 
with  time,"  Haden  said.  "My  transition  here  as  far 
as  being  made  to  feel  welcome,  to  feel  at  home  and 
people  reaching  out  extending  a  hand  in  anything, 
it's  just  been  phenomenal." 

Both  Boerigter  and  Tappmeyer  said  Haden  has 
done  a  good  job  so  far,  but  know  that  the  first  year 
can  be  overwhelming  at  times.

"1  think  a  lot  of  the  lime  fans  see  the 
public  relations  aspect  of  their  program 
at  football  games,"  he  said.

Northwest  softball  alum  Jacqueline 
Conn  replaced  Kathy  Blackney  as  head 
coach  for  the  Maryville  softball  team. 

A  new  assistant,  Ashley  Yount,  who 
replaced  Leslie  Archer  from  last  fall's  team,  joins 
Conn  this  season, 

Conn  spent  four  years  on  the  ,softball  team 
while  attending  Northwest  from  2001  to  2005.  She 
spent  two  summers  giving  softball  lessons  and 
applied  for  the  Maryville  position  after  spending 
a  year  near  Bethany,  Mo.  Conn  is  also  teaching 
English  at  the  high  school. 

Maryville  volleyball 

Lori  Klaus  is  the  new  head  coach  of  the 
Maryville  volleyball  team.

quarterfinals  in  the  playoffs.  Osborn  was  on  the 
team  during  that  time  as  well,  redshirting  his 
freshman  year. 

Last  season,  Mathews  sat  as  the  No.  2  quarter¬ 
back  and  Osborn  as  the  No.  3  quarterback.  Both 
played  a  little  but  never  started. 

After  the  national  championship  game  in 
December,  Osborn  went  back  to  playing  on  the 
basketball  team.  Osborn  played  as  a  true  freshman 
during  the  2004-2005  season  but  his  playing  time 
dwindled  after  he  came  back  from  the  football  team 
during  the  2005-2006  season.  Osborn  then  decided 
to  quit  the  basketball  team  at  the  end  of  January  and 
focus  more  on  football  as  spring  football  lingered 
in  the  near  future. 

"I  wouldn't  be  in  that  position  I  am  right  now 
if  I  hadn't  stopped  playing  basketball,"  Osborn 
said.  "I  wouldn't  even  have  had  a  chance  if  1  hadn't 
played  spring  ball." 

So,  when  Lamberson  graduated  in  December, 
the  two  were  the  possible  choices  for  quarterback.

"The  fact  that  they've  played 
a  game  and  got  a  win  in  their  first 
game  they're  going  to  have  a  lot 
more  confidence  probably  than 
they  would  have  if  they  didn't 
have  a  game  coming  off  a  season 
they  Had  last  year,"  Tjeerdsma 
said. 

Mankato,  who  went  2-9  last 
season,  jumped  all  over  the  Bull¬ 
dogs  defense  through  the  air. 
Mankato  quarterback  Ben  King 
threw  for  a  career-high  283  yards 
and  three  touchdowns.  On  the 
ground,  however,  they  only 
rushed  for  28  yards  from  11  rush¬ 
ing  attempts. 

On  the  defensive  side,  while 
the  secondary  picked  off  two 
passes,  Mankato  still  gave  up  275 
yards  on  the  ground. 

"We  just  know  that  defensive 
unit  will  be  in  frenzy  when  they 
hit  the  field,"  Tjeerdsma  said. 
"We'll  have  to  be  ready  to  play." 

For  the  Bearcats,  there  have 
been  many  changes  on  the 
offensive  side  of  the  ball.  Josh

For  the  receivers, 
E.J.  Falkner,  Raphael  Robinson 
and  Kendall  Wright  all  return 
and  sophomore  Abe  Qaoud  also 
joins  them  at  the  wide  receiver 
spot.  At  tight  end  6  feet  3  inches 


245-pound  Mike  Peterson  returns 
after  a  breakout  season. 

On  defense,  Tjeerdsma 
believes  he  might  have  one  of  the 
best  defensive  units  Northwest 
has  ever  seen. 

"1  think  this  team  has  the 
possibility  of  being  as  a  good 
a  defense  ns  we've  ever  had," 
Tjeerdsma  said.  "I  base  it  on  two 
things,  I  base  it  the  experience 
we  have  coming  back,  with  eight 
starters  back,  coming  off  a  very 
good  defense  last  year.  And  we 
really  do  have  better  depth  than 
we've  ever  had  on  defense.  We're 
really  pretty  solid  all  away  across 
the  board  on  defense,  two-deep, 
and  I  don't  think  we've  ever  been 
able  to  say  that  before." 

Joining  left  end  Ryan  Waters, 
nose  tackle  Kyle  Kaiser  and  right 
end  Dallas  Flynn  is  left  tackle 
Terry  Bilbro,  a  transfer  from 
Bakersfield  Community  College 
in  California. 

At  the  linebacker  position, 
which  Tjeerdsma  says  is  his  deep¬ 
est  area  on  the  defense,  Northern 
Colorado  transfer  Thomas  Smith 
(outside  linebacker)  joins  Jared 
Erspamer  (middle  linebacker) 
and  Ben  Harness  (outside  line¬ 
backer). 

Quinten  Womack  and  Bran¬ 
don  Clayton  return  as  the  corner- 
backs  while  Brandon  Pratt  and 
Chris  Termini  hold  down  the  two 
safety  spots. 

On  special  teams.  Tommy  Fre- 
vert  returns  as  placekicker. 

"(Frevert)  was  really  consis¬ 
tent  all  year  for  us  as  a  freshman 
and  I  just  think  he's  going  to 
better  now  with  a  year's  experi¬ 
ence,"  Tjeerdsma  said. 

Sophomore  Jake  Bradshaw 
will  get  the  nod  over  freshman 
Michael  Stadler.  Wright  will 
return  both  punts  and  kickoffs. 

All  in  all,  the  team  is  just 
ready  to  get  out  and  play  after 
nearly  a  month  of  practices. 
Until  the  team  hits  the  field, 
some  coaches  say  they  can't  start 
comparing  last  year's  team  to  this 
year's  team. 

"As  a  coach  you  try  to  role 
play  situations  in  your  head  and  1 
don't  think  you  can  do  it  until  you 
can  see  guys  live,"  offensive  line 
coach  and  running  game  coordi¬ 
nator  Adam  Dorrel  said.  "...It's 
just  so  hard  to  tell  right  now."

'Poseidon'  drowns  in  bad  special  effects

New  to  the  shelves,  Poseidon  is 
full  of  special  effects  that  are  not  so 
special. 

Unlike  the  1979  original,  "The 
Poseidon  Adventure,"  action  is  deliv¬ 
ered  within  the  first  15  minutes.  How¬ 
ever,  constant  action  being  squeezed 
into  every  single  .scene  leaves  little 
roomforgood  writing  and  good  act¬ 
ing,  and  it  shows. 

The  film  starts  out  with  guests 
celebrating  New  Year's  Eve,  but 
before  anyone  can  make  a  toast,  an 
enormous  wave  of  water  crashes  into 
the  great  cruise  ship  Poseidon.

Everyone  then  turns  for  help  to 
the  seemingly  invincible  Kurt  Russell 
("Backdraft,"  "Escape  from  L.A.") 
who  acts  as  the  mayor/firefighter/ 
hero  right  alongside  the  cocky  card 
shark,  Josh  L.ucas  ("Glory  Road," 
"Sweet  Home  Alabama")  who  obvi¬ 


ously  must  just  be  there  for  looks. 

Their  following  group  includes 
the  mayor's  daughter  and  her  fianed, 
a  mother  and  her  whiny  son,  a  gay 
architect  and  an  illegal  immigrant. 

As  the  two  attempt  to  lead  the 
small  group  to  survival,  floods, 
flash  fires  and  emotions  run  wild.
